Proponents of gun control 
blame

firearms for thousands of 
deaths each year. 
President Johnson signed 
an omnibus anticrime bill 
last Wednesday, which con­ 
tained a gun-control section. 
More stringent laws on gun 
control are being considered 
by Congress. 
Two of the provisions in 
the crime bill: 
Prohibit interstate 
mail­ 
order sales of handguns and 
also their over-the-counter 
sale to nonresidents of a 
state and to people under 21. 
Make illegal the possession 
of any firearms by felons, 
mental incompetents, aliens 
illegally in the c o u n t r y , 
Americans 
who have 
re­ 
nounced their citizenship and 
veterans who receive other 
than an honorable discharge.

An Issue fo r the Peo ple 


The people of Nebraska have been handed 
a big assignment in the State Su preme Cou rt 
decision that agencies of state government 
cannot borrow against the fu tu re, u nder any 
pretext, 
♦ 
♦ 
* 
Specifically , t he Cou rt ru led that 
agencies cannot sidestep the state’s con­ 
stitu tional ban against more than $100,000 
of indebtedness by establishing “special 
fu nds,’’ rather than u sing ge n e r a l 
revenu es, for the repayment of bonds. 
♦ 
« 
♦ 
There can be no qu arrel with the finding 
of the Cou rt on this matter. It is simply 
taking the constitu tion at its word. 
Now it is u p to the people of the state 
whether to cling to this almost total prohibi­ 
tion against state indebtedness or to change 
it. The easy “ou t” —the u se of a su bterfu ge 
lo get arou nd the constitu tion — now has 
been eliminated. 
Ju dge Leslie Boslau gh. in writing the 
u nanimou s opinion of the Cou rt, stated the 
alternative as clearly as possible: 
“It is the du ty of this cou rt to apply 
and enforce the constitu tion as it is written. 
If the limitation u pon state indebtedness is 
no longer necessary or desirable, the con­ 
stitu tion may be amended to express the 
present will of the people. Bu t if the constitu ­ 
tion is to be amended, that is the privilege 
of the electorate and not of this cou rt.”

The first phase of this pu blic challenge 
will come in November when Nebraskans 
vote on a constitu tional change that wou ld 


permit limited u se of bonded indebtedness 
to accelerate the bu ilding of highways in 
the state.

There is mu ch to commend a move toward 
restricted u se of credit by the state. This, 
after all, is the accepted manner of financing 
major bu ilding projects, not only by bu siness 
bu t by farmers, homeowners, chu rches and 
all elements of modern society inclu ding 
almost every other level of government except 
the state. 
Reliance on a strict pay-as-you -go policy, 
as noble as that might appear, actu ally can 
be more expensive for taxpayers when it 
means deferring constru ction of a needed 
facility u ntil its cost has been inflated and 
its benefits delayed. 
Bond financing has the added advantage 
of assessing the cost of a project against 
those who will u se it du ring most of its life 
time, rather than requ iring a lu mp payment 
by a cu rrent generation of taxpayers. 
Relaxation of the anti-debt provision 
shou ld come gradu ally and there shou ld be 
continu ed limitations on this type of financing. 
Certainly it shou ld never be permitted for 
the general operation of government bu t 
shou ld be restricted to capital improvements.

The limited highway bond au thoriza­ 
tion called for In the November ballot 
issu e will be a good place to initiate this 
u pdated approach to state financing.

On the other hand it is not too hard 
to think su ch a maneu ver cou ld be 
damaging to the United States’ present 
negotiations. It has been no secret that 
Sen. McCarthy’s views of a settlement 
go beyond the present objectives of the 
U.S. negotiating team.

The North Vietnamese are watching 
closely the elections in the United States and 
many believe they will not negotiate seriou sly 
u ntil after the November elections. It is not 
hard, however, to believe that if they meet 
with McCarthy they wou ld u se su ch meetings 
lo their fu llest propaganda advantage. 
McCarthy’s expressed desire to talk to 
the North Vietnamese negotiators differs 
radically from Gen. Eisenhow'er’s campaign 
promise 
in 1952 
to go to Korea, 
becau se 
Eisenhower’s promise was predicated on his 


being elected to the presidency and a position 
of power.

McCarthy’s plan is to go to Paris in 
late Ju ly or early Au gu st, which wou ld 
make it prior both to the Democratic 
primary convention and the national elec­ 
tion, giving McCarthy no offer or promise 
of being in a position to direct negotia­ 
tions.

Sen. McCarthy shou ld avoid any actions 
which might handicap the present negotia­ 
tions. All efforts shou ld be toward ending 
the war as qu ickly as possible. 
McCarthy is u ndou btedly sincere when he 
says he does not think su ch a move wou ld 
embarrass the United States. This, however, 
seems naive as Sen. McCarthy is not a private 
citizen, bu t a presidential candidate with 
avowed differences with present U.S. foreign 
policy.

Not only wou ld su ch a trip have pro­ 
paganda advantage for the North Viet­ 
namese bu t it wou ld increase American 
problems with the Sou th Vietnamese 
government.

This, of cou rse, is precisely 
the idea, the great powers acknowledge. They 
want the secu rity gu arantees to be a lu re 
drawing relu ctant small powers into the treaty 
system.

crises. The cou ncil cou ld all too easily become 
bogged down and paralyzed~if not by the veto, 
then by an even political balance, preventing 
majority action. Merely determining who is 
the aggressor in a confu sed situ ation is often 
a highly su bjective action. 
3. In modern warfare, a few days’—or 
even a few hou rs’—delay or hesitation

victim of atomic aggression 
wou ld no longer exist.

The practical meaning 
of the big three 
gu arantee, it is said, is that the United States, 
Ru ssian and Britain have joined in an informal 
and conditional alliance against Red China. 
The alliance will come into operation if Peking 
goes to the nu clear warpath.

Whether or not the three powers su cceed 
in “selling” the nonproliferation treaty to 
skeptical and frightened small cou ntries, they 
have agreed among themselves on an effort 
to deter Red China, it is pointed ou t, and 
are clearly happy with the fact

education.” 
One of the problems in

education problems, he said, 
is that many vo c a t i o n a l

are 
unable

communicate effectively with 
others about the work in 
which they are engaged. 
Today ’s leader must un­ 
derstand not only vocational 
education 
but 
also 
i t s 


economic a n d social im- 
plicatidns, 
D r . 
Beaumont 
said, but “ l e a de r s h i p 
development is lacking in the 
field 
of 
vocational 
a n d 
technical education.” 
Programs to pr e pa r e 
leadership 
personnel 
f o r 
state 
staffs, 
for roles in 
junior colleges and secon­ 
dary schools are desperately 
needed if o c c upa t i o n a l 
education is to be fully im­ 
plemented in our schools and 
colleges, he told the deans. 
Serves Age Levels 
Because thousands of over­ 
age y ouths in elementary and 
junior high schools will pro­ 
bably 
never 
enter h i g h 
school, let alone graduate, 
“vocational education must 
be regarded as an educa­ 
tional program that serves 
age levels rather than grade 
levels,” he said. 
Currently emphasized, he 
noted, is the education of 
y ouths in the ghettos whose 
disadvantages are not only 
economic and social but in­ 
clude deep-seated feelings of 
rejection by the society in 
which they live. 
“These y oung people need 
more 
than 
well-organized, 
w e l l -taught 
occupational 
training 
programs,” 
h e 
stated. “They need basic at- 


todinal changes which will 
bring to them a vision of life 
in a democratic society . 
“Vocational education with 
many of the disadvantaged 
begins with an effort to help 
these individuals realize that 
there is a place for them in 
the work force of this na­ 
tion.” 
Confidence Needed 
Vocational education, he 
added, 
needs 
persons to 
recruit, counsel, teach, follow 
up and almost live with these 
people until they achieve the 
confidence and ability that 
will make them effective, 
contributing citizens. 
Dr. Beaumont held that an 
ex perimental 
approach i s 
greatly needed by vocational 
educators in 
t e a c h i n g , 
supervision and administra­ 
tion to find new directions 
in which to move the voca­ 
tional education program. 
“In the last quarter of a 
century ,” he observed, “we 
have seen atomic energy , the 
computer, the space age and 
now, through b i o l o g i c a l 
research, 
the 
ability 
t o 
create life.” 
But now, he said, some 
force is needed to help y oung 
pe o pl e 
a n d 
a dul t s 
“understand something about 
their role in this changing 
society .”
